The stake-out by Connecticut State Police 
refers to the arrest of five Minutemen on 8-24-68 who were in the 
process of raiding a camp of the New England Committee for Non- 
violent Action at Voluntown, Connecticut. Robert DePugh, head of 
the Minutemen and fugitive, was arrested by FBI Agents at 
Williamsburg, Mexico, on 7-12-69, A subsequent search of his 
underground headquarters revealed the largest quantity of weapons 
and explosives ever to be located In an illegal cache according to 
army officials on the scene. „ ; .

f Recent raids by police on the militant Black y 

Panther Party strongholds in Chicago and Los Angeles have j 
triggered protests by black leaders that police are con- 
centrating their attack on the Panthers and have not made 
similar raids on white right-wing groups which stockpile 
weapons. 

Not so, say the lawmen. They point to last month's 
raid by Treasury agents on a private home in West Bridgewater, 
Massachusetts, which authorities said was being used by a 
"far-right outfit." The agents bagged an arsenal of weapons 
including anti-tank guns, land mines, machine guns and grenades. 

The extreme right-wing Minutemen organization has 
been crippled by tough law enforcement of state and federal 
authorities. Nineteen Minutemen were charged with illegal 
possession of firearms in 1966 when New York City police 
arrested them with hundreds of guns, mortars, bazookas, 
explosives and ammunition. 

Last year Connecticut State Police staked out a 
pacifist camp at Voluntown, Connecticut, after they learned a 
group of Minutemen intended to burn the place. When they 






spotted the police the masked and heavily armed Minutemen 

r" v 

opened fire. Four of the Minutemen were wounded in the fight. 
Police collected rifles, bayonets, pistols and knapsacks loaded 
with Molotov cocktails from the attackers. 

Less than a year later FBI Agents following up on 
their arrest of Robert DePugh, the Minutemen* s leader, in 
hiding, uncovered a cache of illegal weapons, booby traps, 
ammunition and explosives in a New Mexico sandstone cave. 
Authorities said this ordnance collection of DePugh* s private 


army was the largest haul of its kind. 

Earlier this year FBI Agents leading a foray 
against three fugitives holed up in a Klan guerrilla base in 
the swamps of Mississippi were met with heavy gunfire. In 
the skirmish that followed one of the fugitives was killed 
and the other two captured. Officers seized an assortment 
of rifles, knives, hand grenades and ammunition. 

A sheriff in Indiana was tipped off to a cache 
of explosives in a Klan hideout last August. An early morning 
strike netted over 300 pounds of explosives, detonating 
devices and automatic weapons. Five klansmen were arrestedr

It is recommended that 200 of each of these s cards, the 
samples of which are attached, be reproduced by the Mechanical ft 
Section, Administrative Division, and thereafter furnished to 
selected field offices having BPP activity for anonymous mailing 7 ! 
to newspaper editors, public officials, responsible businessmen / 
and clergy. It is important that such persons be made aware of 
the extreme danger of this militant organization and these cards/ 
vividly portray their extremist tendencies. if 9

Richmond has, through investigation, determined that 
a black nationalist-type group which has to date not adopted a 
title, exists in Richmond, Va. 

Information concerning this group has been reported 
to the Bureau, in Richmond letter to Bureau, 12-22-69, captioned 
"UNNAMED COALITION BEING FORMED IN RICHMOND, VA., RM-MISCELLANEOUS, 
00: RICHMOND", Richmond file 157-2839. 

On 12-10-69, it was determined that two members of 
this group, both convicted felons, each possessed a 12-gauge 
shotgun in early December, 1969. In connection with these gun 
violations, Richmond intends to interview the other members of 
the group and the possibility exists that members of this group 
will be called to testify before a Federal Grand Jury regarding U 
the gun violations. 

During these interviews, Richmond will, of course, 
remain alert for additional gun violations and other possible 
violations by members of the groups. Also, Richmond, will re- 
main alert for counterintelligence operations which may prove 
effective in disrupting organizational efforts of the group. 
Thereafter, appropriate counterintelligence measures will be 
submitted for Bureau approval. , •

The NOI in the Indianapolis Division remains rather constant 
and stable in the number of members and the activities of the differen 
temples and mosques. There are seven mosques or temples in ‘the State^ 
of Indiana, with two of those being numbered, or designated * The^^./,, 
two designated are Temple #31 in South Bend, Indiana (the largest 
in the state with 70 to 80 members) and Mosque #33 at Gary, Indiana, 
the second largest with approximately 40 members. The third largest || 
mosque is in Indianapolis with 27 members. The other mosques or '■jq 
temples located at East Chicago, Evansville, Fort Wayne, and Muncie, 
Indiana, each have about five or six members. Each of - the temples 
and mosques averages about four to seven visitors in addition to 
members attending their meetings. * 1 < .. 

The NOI has engaged in few activities other than the holding 
of their regular meetings and the sale of ’’Muhammad Speaks",; 
their newspaper. The NOI has caused no known trouble in the 
Indianapolis Division, and they have not been known to propose any 
violence or be a threat to the peace in the state. While they 
have not been a problem, the NOI -could, at any time, change due to 
some unforeseen incident and pps.if, a threat although none is 
evident at the present.

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The BPP in Indianapolis continues to operate from its 
headquarters at 113 West 30th Street, Indianapolis, Indiana. It 

members. The BPP in recent weeks has been working fairly closely 
with various Black Student Union groups or representatives on the 
college and university campuses across the State of Indiana. . 

The BPP has been a relatively calm organization in the 
Indianapolis Division compared to the BPP in other sections of the 
country, in that they have caused no real problems and have not 
been involved in any violence to date. It is felt, however, that 
the BPP continues to be the group in the Indianapolis Division who 
possess the most potential for violence of any of the Black Extremist 
groups. The BPP is followed regularly in a bi-weekly intelligence 
letter. 

1. Operations Under Consideration 

Inasmuch as Black Nationalist groups have caused little 
trouble in the Indianapolis Division, it is felt that the most 
effective method of combatting these groups is by getting to snow 
the individuals involved and letting them know that you are aware 
of their activities. This can best be done through interviews with 
all members, both active and inactive, of the different groups.;.. 

Interviews can serve several -purposes; namely, gaining of intelligence 
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information, help in selecting someone who has informant ' potential, 
and encouraging some persons to drop out of an organization. In 
addition, it serves to cast suspicion on certain persons interviewed 
if it is desired to do so, so that the organization may distrust 
them. Most Black Extremist groups will talk to Agents, although 
they may not say anything of value, except members of the BPP have 
been very hesitant to talk with Agents. Attempts to interview 
them have been of value; however, this serves to make members un- < 
easy and leaders worried about whether they have penetration with- , 
in their organization. Interviewing members will be continued as 
it has been the most successful method to date by members of the 
Indianapolis Division. 


2. Operations Being Effected 

All support of RAP has been discouraged and reconsideration 
by the Episcopal Church in New York City, New York of refunding , 

the RAP was discouraged through local sources; thus, causing RAP . 
to become closer and closer to its inevitable end. In the BPP 
informants have been utilized to obtain orders and correspondence, 
etc.; thereby, enabling closer scrutiny of BPP activities and 
leadership. Jealousy among all of the Black Nationalist groups 
is continually played upon in interviews and discussions with 
various individuals and leaders of the different groups helping to 
keep the various groups from uniting their efforts. This has been 
successful and is felt one of the largest reasons that the 
Indianapolis Division has not seen more violence and threats from 
the Black Nationalist groups to date. 


3. Tangible Results 

RAP is drawing closer and closer to its dissolving and 
has become completely ineffective in the Black community. The 
NOI has caused no problems to date and have remained essentially 
the same strength without being able to make any large accomplish- 
ments in growth or any other area. The BPP now has only about five 
active members with no large support from the Black community or 
from other Black Militant groups; as a resit, everything they have 
done has-been discouraging to the BPP. Funds have been hard to 
secure and getting anyone to come to one of their rallies gets 
more and more difficult. i

For the information of the Bureau, shortly after 
the dates of the referenced letters negotiations were 
commenced between the owners of the Philadelphia Inquirer for 
sale of that paper to Knight Publications. That sale was 
subsequently 'made, and Philadelphia deemed it advisable to 
withhold anv article suggestions in abeyance so that editorial 
policv might be observed and anv change noted. 


Also in the interview, the police raids in Los 
Angeles and Chicago have prompted national and local articles 
suggesting a possible national conspiracy to destroy the BPP 
by local and government agencies. Also the memorial service 
for those Panthers slain In Chicago has been held in Phila- 
delphia and reported in the papers here as reported to the 
Bureau, with support offered to the BPP here by several white 
organizations . 

Because of the above, further consideration of the 
Philadelphia suggestion contained in re Philadelphia letter 
has been deferred. It is felt that such action at this time 
could possibly have an adverse effect or conceivablv result 
in embarrassment to the Bureau 
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Accordingly, Philadelphia is not pursuing this 
suggestion at the present time. In the event that circum- 
stances arise where such actibn might appear particularly 
productive, Philadelphia .will reconsider and submit the 
appropriate recommendations.

Re Bureau letter to San Francisco, 1/23/70. 

The State of New Jersey, because of its small size 
and corridor position between New York and Philadelphia, has 
no television or major radio stations with operations 
originating in the state. Northern New Jersey is served by 
New York stations and southern New Jersey by stations in 
Philadelphia. 

In order to reach a significant and pertinent 
portion of the New Jersey listening and/or viewing audience, a 
program depicting the true facts concerning the BLACK PANTHER 
PARTY (BPP) would have to originate in Philadelphia or New 
York, preferably the latter. 

In view of the above and as BPP activity in the 
State of New Jersey has been at a low ebb during the recent 
past, Newark has no recommendations at this time; however, 
Newark feels that any carefully planned program carried by a 
New York City, N.Y., network and depicting the true nature of 
the BPP organization would be of value to the Newark Division.

As the Bureau is aware, on December 4, 1969,*; 
officers of the Cook County State»s Attorneys Police '‘V; : 
conducted a raid on a BPP residence at 2337 West Monroe 
Street in Chicago, which resulted in tte fatal shooting 
of FRED HAMPTON, Deputy Chairman of the Illinois Chapter, 

BPP, and MARK CLARK, BPP leader from Peoria, Illinois. 

This shooting incident received extensive 
coverage In press, radio, and television in this area, s 
As a resilt of the publicity given this incident, the 
Coroner of Cook County impanled a "blue ribbon" Jury 
to inquire into the incident. The hearings of this 
group received extensive coverage by the news media. 

In addition, a Federal Grand Jury is currently conduct* 
ing its own inquiry Into the HAMPTON shooting. 
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CG 157-2209 

This shooting incident has resulted In V 
extensive coverage of the BPP in Illinois in radio f ’ 
television, and press. The history of the BPP and 
the reaction of white and black residents to BPP 
activities has been covered extensively. 

At present it is felt that local news media 
ifaould have little interest in any stories regarding 
the BPP because of the wide ooverage that the group 
has received recently because of the HAMPTON shooting. 
In light of this recent saturation coverage of the 
BPP on local radio and television plus the national 
network programs that have recently been shown such 
as the MIKE WALLACE report on CBS-TV on January 6, 

1970, it is unlikely that another program about the 
BPP will be of interest to listeners and watchers in 
this area. Its possible impact/ if any, could be con- 
sidered minimal. 

In view of the above, it is suggested that 
any approach to radio and TV sources in this area, re- 
garding a BPP program, be held in abeyance pending a 
more receptive climate for such action locally.
